Animal Bitten by Mad Dog That Mat- 


tie Chilton Killed is Innoculated 


With Rabies. 


Proof 
that the daring exploit of 


Mattie Chilton, a 15-year old girl who 
shot a mad dog which attacked her 
after he had bitten one of her father's 
horses, was well timed, is forthcoming 
through the death of the bitten horse 
with violent hydrophobia. After suf- 
fering wih the innoculation of rabies 
since August 25, when the horse was 
bitten, during which time it has been 
under the care of a veterinary, the 
animal was shot Wednesday. 
Veter- 


inary surgeons state that the horse 
was completely innoculated, and that 
the dog must have been in the last 
stages of rabies when killed by the 
plucky girl. 


At the time of the episode, Mattie 


Chilton, daughter of Matt Chilton, for- 
merly an Oklohoma pioneer and mem- 
ber of the early vigalantes. pursued 
the mad dog on horseback, after the 
dog had attacked and bitten the pony 
upon which her young brother was 
riding. She fired while riding at full 
speed, wounding the dog, but the gun's 
discharge frightened her horse and 
she was thrown.

The very words of Christ express 


its indissolubility: 
"The Pharisees, 


tempting Him, asked Him: 'is it law- 
ful for a man to put away his wife?' 
But He, answering, saith unto them, 
"\Vhat 
did 
.Moses command you?" 


Who said, Moses permitted to write 
a bill of divorce and to put her away. 
To whom Jesus answering, said, "Be- 
cause of the hardness of your heart 
he wrote that precept.

expected,

The state legislature In extraordin- 


ary session called by the governor has 
submitted to the people two amend- 
ments to the constitution of the state 
which have for their purpose the addi- 
tion of $10,000.000 to the fund for the 
international exposition which Cali- 
fornia expects to hold in San Francis- 
co in l!iii> to celebrate the completion 
and opening of the Panama canal. 


One measure provides for a state 


tax-levy through \vhii.-li a sum of $1,- 


LViO.OOO annually for a term of four 
years is to be turned over to the ex- 
position fund: another enables the city 
of San Francisco to amend her char- 
er so as to call for a municipal bond 
issue of $5.000,000, and as the former 
measure concerns the entire state at 
large, it was given the most careful 
attention possible by the state senate 
in a general desire to safeguard the 
tax-payers of the interior against pos- 
sible waste or misuse of the fund cre- 
ated by their combined assistance.

Seventh State Fruit Growers' Conven- 
tion, held on Tuesday and Wednes-

With an average of 700 people in at- 
tendance at every session, which is a 
big audience for this organization, the 
interest was kept at high standard,

State 
Horticultural Commissioner J. W. Jef- 
frey presided, and is a good parlimen- 
tarian. He held the big convention 
together easily, and the work was 
carried on with despatch. 
THE CONVENTION'S KEYNOTE. 
Primarily, this convention had as 


its piece de resistance, the question 
of the alleged decadence of the navel 
orange tree at an advanced age in 
Southern California, and this question 
dominated 
every paper, every ad- 


dress and every discussion from the 
floor. In the mind of the horticul- 
tural commission, and also those of 
many experts, there is reason to be 


navels under proper care. The Po- 
mona inspector was equally sure that 
care and attention were all that were 
necessary to prolong the usefulness 
of the tree. J. R. Hodges and S. L 
Spencer of Covina united in stating 
that the reason for navel decadence 
lay in the lack of fertilization, culti- 
vation and other care. Great stress 
was laid by the Covina inspectors on 
the matter of fertilization, and as a 
matter of fact, every scientist and 
practical grower at the convention 
who spoke, intimated that the reason 
for the alleged decadence lay jn lack 
of nourishment to the plant.

is no question hut that it is the opin- 
:on of experts that the groves are not 
being fed enough. Twice the amount 
of fertilizer now being used in Los

Judge A. P. Call's talk on the cur-

He spoke of his experimentation with 
this dread malady in his Corona grove 
in company .wiih other prominent 
growers of the vicinity. Gum disease, 
in his estimation, was caused often by 
a crossing of the roots, by the lodg- 
ment of stones between the roots, by 
the interference of an old forgotten 
redwood stake buried in among the 
roots, by the crossing of limbs, and 
by external injury in any way to the 
bark. He had cured his grove of very 
bad infection, he said, by removing 
the cause, then splitting the bark in 
grooves with a knife about one inch 
and a half apart on the trunk, and 
applying soft fish oil, lard oil or neats- 
foot oil to the trunk at frequent in- 
tervals. He did not advocate carbolic 
acid or crude oils. These burn the 
bark, he said. The infected limb must 
be cut off close to the place of union.

Variegated Leaf. 


(Contributed) 


At the thirty-seventh convention of 


citrus growers held at Pomona this 
week, there was a paper read by Prof. 
.Snowden on variegated, or calico, leaf. 
Prof. Snowden made it very clear that 
wherever there was found a larger 
percentage of magnesia than lime in 
the soil 5'ou would find variegated 
leaf. Mr. Tom Griswold, not long ago, 
whitewashed a chicken coop, and af- 
ter ilnishin.fi. he dug a small trench 


a tree that was full of varie- 


gated leaf. In this trench he put the 
remainder of the lime and residue, 
and that tree today has got a splen- 
did color and is doing well. 


There are a good many trees af- 


fected by this variegated leaf in this 
section of the country, and should 
Prof. Snowden's experiment work out 
in this district, it will be worth sev- 
eral thousand dollars to the growers. 
Lime is not expensive, it doesn't, take 
much, and it won't hurt your trees. 
You cannot afford to let this go by 
\\ithout a trial.
